“I've borrowed thousands of 
pounds to buy the car, television 
and furniture I need,” says a 
young lawyer from Chicago.

Immigrant groups like the As- p 


sociation of Americans and Ca- 
nadians in Israel think the res- 
taelione have come at the wrong 
me. 

“We are in the middle of Ali- 
ya month,” says Dov Chernok, 
director of the A.A.C.L's Jerusa- 
lom branch, ‘yet there is barely 
a trickle of Western immigrants. 
In January, fewer than 60 North 
Americans arrived, and most of 
them, except for two families, 
are singles, students and pen- 
sioners.” 

Mr. Peled insists that the 
stricter rules are not responsible 
for the let-up in Western aliya. 

“The normal oleh doesn’t cal- 
culate in advance how much he 
will save on Danish furniture or a 
German television. He wants to 
live here; he feels 2 commitment 
to Israel. If he sees the future 
only in terms of dollars and centa 
he won't last the first three 
years.” 

At the same time, the Customs 
Direstor feels that not enough is 
being done to encourage Western 
immigration. 

“Americans are playing a sig: 
nificant part in our society, and 
we can learn a-lot from them. If 
they expect and demand more, it’s 
because they're used to more, and 
to some extent. they’re qugtited. 

Treasury officials admit that 
the new systom is flawed. 

“No law is perfect," says Mr. 
Peled, “because it has to be en- 
forced, and it's natural for peo- 
ple to want unlimited freedom. 
Besides, many of the problema 
we've encountered have been the 
result of the war, and we hope 
things will clear up in the near 
future.”

Sir, — I haven't read the Issue of

8 ("The Seienco of Sadism’), and

And instead of finding out a Httle 
more about the minds and souls of 
the Yale undergraduates Kohn thinks 
were being manipulated, he passes 
on A secondhand calumny about 
them. Which is really too bad: aven 
if Prof. Milgram waa actually shod- 
dy enough to quote an unnamed 
“colleague” and let it go at that, 
and “Harper's” wag unprincipled 
enough to let him, Kohn didn’t have 
to add his own bit to tho circula- 
tion of these unsupported statements 
about the characterlatics of Yale 
undergraduntes. :

While writ- 
ing philosophy he ἰΒ yet a poet 
and a mystic, @ Rabbinic scholar 
and a Halachist, and his writing 
demands a response not just from 
the analytic surface of our minds 
but from the depths of our total 
personality.

He 
wae the first modern Rabbinic 
thinker to grapple with the role of 
the secular Jew within the schema 
of the religious history of Israel, 
and his much-quoted teaching on 
the subject 15 still one of the most 
theologically convincing ways of 
seelng the relationship between se- 
cularist Israelis and the modern 
Jewish state: In the Temple, the 
Holy of Holies could only be enter- 
ed once a year, on Yom Kippur, 
and then only by the High Priest.
